Chapman Ave. Report Moves Along 


With a target date of December 9 
to go before the city’s planning 
commission for consideration, the 
Environmental Impact Report on the 
widening of Chapman Avenue 
passed its first hurdle Monday 
night. 

Receiving unanimous approval by 
a five-member in attendance 
Beautification Commission, sitting 
as a Review Board, the large 
document was increased by another 
lengthy addendum of corrections. 
The EIR board ruled also that the 
book is to be returned to them next 
Monday night, November 17, for a 
total review. 

The copious document received 
less of a drubbing Monday night 
than on its previous outing and an

attempt by Beautification Commis- 
sioner James Eyre to have the board 
adopt a resolution condemning 
widening routes 2 and 4, died ror 
lack of a second. 

These routes (among seven 
possible) take principally from the 
northern side of Chapman Avenue 
rather than the south side which is 
predominantly lined with older 
homes. 

Eyre pointed out and drew 
confirmation from EIR principal 
planner James Funk, that the report 
includes reference to undesirable 
and dangerous noise levels now 
existing along the boulevard and a 
very high carbon monoxide count. 

It was conjectured that these two 
factors would make living in close 


proximity to the widened major 
arterial, a possible health hazard. 

Thomas Nelson, Director of 
Community Development for the 
city, pointed out to Eyre that such 
reasoning could also apply to 
Widening Routes 6 and 7, which 
either leave the roadway as it is or 
improve it within existing rights-of- 
way. 

Objecting most strenuously to 
Eyre’s resolution was Commissioner 
Renee Spiro who felt it was not the 
commission’s prerogative to make 
recommendations on routes but 
rather to see that all information is 
included in the report for other 
echelons of government to consider 
and ponder. 

Also speaking in favor of dropping 


widening plans 2 and 4, of the 
possible seven listed in the report, 
was Fullerton attorney Robert Von 
Esch, representing Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Laborde. $ 

Laborde has long contended that 
previous actions and resolutions by 
other councils have decreed that the 
widening of Chapman Avenue, 
between Murray Street and Anned 
Drive, has already been ordered 
symmetrically about the center line 
(Route 1). 

However, in the stance by Von 
Esch, representing the Labordes, it 
appeared that Routes 1, 3 and 5 
would all be acceptable to the 
Labordes who own business and 
residential property on the north 
side of the boulevard, backing into 


Kraemer Park. 
Both Routes 2 and 4 would 


demolish the front Laborde 
properties. 
Also to be included for the 


Beautification Commission’s peru- 
sal next Monday will be observa- 
tions on the impact that might result 
from the cul-de-sacing of contribu- 
tory streets into the main 
arterial...principally Walnut, Main 
and Alta Streets. 

Commissioners also will carefully 
consider every correction that is 
being added to the large document 
before it is forwarded to the 
planning body. 

A smaller audience attended 
Monday night's _four-hour-long 
session and mostly represented 


were property owners rather than 
tenants, who in many instances 
occupy the residential properties. 

Other areas touched upon in the 
deliberations are the number of 
backout driveways into Chapman 
Avenue and how far garages would 
remain from whatever new align- 
ment is adopted. 

Relocation funds for families who 
may find themselves homeless from 
the widening also received the 
commissioners’ attention along with 
the possibility of moving some of the 
homes back further on their existing 
lots. 

Also introduced at the meeting 
was an upcoming Alignment Study, 
which reportedly was ordered at a

No Grades Issued 
For This Quarter 


There will be no report cards for 
the first quarter for elementary 
children in the Placentia Unified 
School District, but parents will have 
a chance to find out about their 
children’s progress during Confer- 
ence Week Nov. 17-21. 

This is the second year schools in 
the district have waited until the 
second quarter to start issuing 
grades, noted Supt. John Tynes. 

When parents visit teachers 
during scheduled conference per- 
iods, they will receive an individual 
Parent-Teacher Conference Report 
for each child which will give specific 
information about observed 
strenghts and weaknesses of the 
students. 

‘*There are several advantages to 
a system which delays assigning 
grades early in the year before 
teachers have an oppurtunity to talk 
with parent,’’ Tynes said. ‘*Children 
aren’t immediately categorized, 
which allows the pupil-teacher 
relationship to develop in a positive 
manner, and teachers have time to 
get to know each student well before 
giving them grades.”’ 

Report cards will be issued in 
January, April and June. 

Wednesday, Nov. 19, has been 
designated as Conference Day at all 
schools in the district, and the 14 
elementary schools will operate on 
shortened schedules Monday, Tues- 


day, Thursday and Friday to give 
teachers an opportunity to meet with 
parents. 

Lunch will be served on short 
days, and classes will end between 1 
and 2 p.m., depending on each 
school’s bus schedule. Afternoon 
kindergarten classes will run as 
usual. 

Junior and senior high school 
teachers will be available Wednes- 
day evening, so that working 
parents also can take advantage of 
the opportunity to visit. 

Last year 90 per cent of the 
parents of elementary students 
attended parent conferences, while 
47 per cent of junior high parents 
and 20 per cent of high school parent 
took advantage of the conference 
times, Tynes noted. 

‘Our goal is to build more 
effective, positive communications 
between schools and home,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Parent conferences are an 
important step in establishing the 
cooperation between parents and 
teachers which is so important to a 
good learning environment.”’ 

Each school will send notices 
home with students giving details of 
Conference Week. Parents should 
schedule appointments as soon as 
possible, Tynes said. Information 
about conference scheduled may be 
obtained by calling individual 
schools.

Widening Heads For Courts 


The recent widening of Placentia 
Avenue along the side of Marcelino 
Guerrero property, over the strong 
protests of the occupants, is now 
expected to end up in the courts, 
indications were this week. 

The widening, declared by the 
Placentia City Council to be 
imperative because of a precise 
alignment agreement with the city of 
Fullerton over the disposition of the 
jointly owned street, has already 
been accomplished. 

However, Antonio Gigliotti, Long 
Beach, attorney for the Guerreros, 
indicates the matter will not rest 
there. 

The Guerreros, who have 
occupied their home on the corner ot 
Placentia Avenue and Sunset Drive 
for 20 years, petitioned the city and 


the courts not to proceed with the 
widening of the street, which would 
bring the heavily travelled thor- 
oughfare within 14 feet of the side of 
their home and also the access to 
their garage. Their property line is 
now 4% feet from the heavily 
travelled street. 

The Guerrero family pointed out 
that the widening would not leave 
them room to halt their automobile 
in front of their garage while they 
opened and closed their garage 
door. They also contended that city 
staff had offered to build them a 
garage on the other side of their 
property, at the front of their home. 

This, however, was later denied at 
city council level, with the 
contention that the Guerreros 
should build their own new garage. 


In its place, the city council, at the 
Suggestion of Councilman George 
De Jesus, offered the Guerreros an 
automatic garage door opener, to 
facilitate their entry and exit from 
the encroached garage. 

The Guerreros, asked first to sign 
waivers absolving the city of all legal 
responsibility, declined the garage 
door opener. 

Attorney Gigliotti said that the 
case to go to the courts will be based 
on several factors including that the 
precise alignment plans for the 
widening of Placentia Avenue 
between the cities of Fullerton and 
Placentia, which own a side of the 
street apiece, ‘‘clearly show that the 
city of Placentia owns almost the 
whole street’’ and had the legal right 


A city wide election, which will 
involve at least three city council 
seats, (a majority), to be held 
Tuesday, April 13, 1976, may turn 
into a lively campaign, indications 
are in this area.

‘High School 
Opens Doors 


The 208 students at El Camino 
Real High School in the Placentia 
Unified School District began 
classes on their new campus at 1351 
E. Orangethorpe Ave., Monday. 


The new school, almost 7,600 
square feet in size, provides about 
twice as much space as the old 
school, according to Patrick 
Bowman, the district’s director of 
planning and construction. 

Because of the open design of the 
interior, the facility is very flexible 
and can accommodate more 
students and a greater variety of 
programs, explained Si Jones, El 
Camino’s principal. 

The school, which cost a total of 
$688,600, is designated as Phase I 
and can be enlarged as needed, 
Bowman said. 

Classroom areas are divided into a 
business and office vocations center, 
a creative arts area, consumer 
education and family life center 
which contains home economics 
facilities, a reading lab and a science 
and a math lab, Jones noted. 

Open areas in the center of the 
building are equipped as a career 
center and a learning/library center 
for language arts and social science 
instruction. 

El Camino is the  district’s 
continuation high school and is 
vocationally oriented to fit the needs 
of students, Jones explained. In 
addition to the career preparation 
center, the new school provides a 
counseling room. 

Students attend the school in 
morning and afternoon half-day 
sessions, allowing them to work 
half-days.

Interested candidates may first 
file their nomination papers on 
January 15, 1976 and have until 
February 5S at 12 noon to complete 
their filing. In the event that all three 
incumbents do not file, the deadline 
will be extended until February 10 at 
12 noon. 

The election code also recom- 
mends that any city measures to be 
submitted to the voters should be 
registered by February 11, 1976. 

Successful candidates and any 
incumbent leaving office, must file a 
statement of economic interests, 
disclosing investments and interests 
in real property by May 20, 1976.

Storm Drain Will 
Halt Flooding 


A major storm drain, to catch 
flooding waters down Valencia 
Avenue and Palm Drive, a problem 
area since the section has been 
developed into homes, is now under 
construction with a completion 
target date of December S. 

Cost of the project is roughly 
$569,000 with the city of Placentia 
paying $269,000 and the Flood 
Control District of Orange County, 
$300,000. 

The Flood Control District is 
supervising the work, Placentia City 
Engineer Ben Minamide explained. 
This project follows previous sewer 
line construction just completed in 
the Palm Drive area. 

Involved in the plan is the laying 
of underground reenforced concrete 
pipe beneath Palm Drive and 
Valencia Avenue from Carbon 
Canyon Channel to approximately 
1,000 feet north of Yorba Linda 
Boulevard, joining as existing storm 


drain at that point. 

The reach under Palm Drive will 
be a 72-inch diameter pipe covering 
a distance of 2,800 feet and the reach 
under Valencia Avenue will be a 51 
to 60 inch diameter pipe measuring 
2,300 feet in length. 

In addition, appurtenant catch 
basins, pipe laterals and inlets will 
be contructed. Also, Minamide 
pointed out, the street intersection 
at Yorba Linda Boulevard and 
Valencia Avenue and at Palm Drive 
and Valencia Avenue will be paved 
over, thereby eliminating the cross 
gutters and providing a levei street 
surface. 

‘*Residents along the Valencia- 
Palm storm drain route will readily 
recognize the improvements in 
drainage of the area this coming 
rainy season,’’ Minamide pointed 
out, ‘‘as will all travelers who have, 
in the past, been inconvenienced by 
flood detours on both streets.”’

Valencia United Methodist 


Church has proved itself an 
extremely community oriented 
congregation. The local church was 
instrumental in  funneling a 
considerable sum of national United 
Methodist money into this commun- 
ity during the past year via Casa 
Placentia. The idea of Placentia’s 
newly organized Free Health Clinic 
originated at Valencia United 
Methodist.

He 
asked a question that implied this - 
Why not move the buildings back on 
their lots and take only the land 
actually needed for the widening of 
Chapman? 

It is a point that deserves careful 
study. Admittedly it will not work on 
all the buildings, but if it works on SO 
per cent or 25 per cent or even less 
wouldn't it be worth the time needed 
for an in-depth study? It surely 
would be to the people whose lives 
will be so directly affected by the 
widening. It seems to me this 
community owes those citizens a 
thorough investigation of all the 
alternatives before reducing their 
homes to a pile of rubble. 

Relocating the homes and 
businesses on their respective lots 


also has the advantage of not 
destroying what is irreplaceable. At 
least it is irreplaceable for the price 
that our City can afford to pay for 
these properties. It might also be 
less expensive and that would be 
good for all of us. 

It is amazing that the Environ- 
mental Report which is the second 
most extensive ever made in Orange 
County never touched on this as a 
possible solution. 

Finally, in your capacity as 
Commissioners I, as an interested 
citizen, urge you to do what you can 
to see that this possibility is 
thoroughly studied and what its 
impact would be upon _ the 
community before approving the 
Environmental Impact Report. That 
report is not only one of the most 
extensive but surely must be one of 
the most expensive. Let’s get our 
$7,000 worth, and at the same time 
save as many homes and businesses 
as possible - even if it requires 
physical relocation of some of them. 

It is obvious that all responsible 
citizens will want their city officials 
to proceed carefully in order to 
protect fully the rights of those who 
may be disadvantaged in this 
widening. Every single alternative 
ought to be explored and only as a 


last resort should homes and 

businesses be destroyed.

If Another Child Is Sacrificed? 


To the Editor— 

Over a month has now passed 
since eight year old Ronald Wolf was 
crushed to death at a poorly 
protected oil well site in the heart of 
residential Placentia. It was marked 
the second time in three years that a 
Placentia youth was _ physically 
maimed at one of these sites. 
Fortunately the first boy lived to tell 
about it. 

In relatively short order the 
Placentia City Council, led by Mayor 
Robert Lyons and spurred on by a 
meeting of some of the neighbor- 
hood parents, initiated a study 
aimed at improving the safety 
measures employed at such 
facilities, especially at those located 
in residential areas. Almost 
immediately some measures were 
introduced at the site where the boy 
died. 

At the same time, the Placentia 
School Board, under the urging of a 
lone concerned citizen, Mrs. John 
Mortensen, and the news media, 
have adopted a telephone plan to 
prevent the undetected disappear- 
ance of an elementary school child 
on.the way to. school. By further 
contacting other school districts and 
her California Assemblymen, John 
Briggs and Bruce Nestande, Mrs. 
Mortensen has helped promote the 
adoption of such a program on a 
state-wide basis. 

After the initial flurry of action, 
both programs are in the hands of 
the ‘‘government bureaucracy’’. 
They will be studied and restudies. 
Dozens of reports will be written, 
meetings will be held, and time, that 
most precious commodity, will pass. 
Little of practical value will be 
accomplished for long periods of 
time, if at all in the end. Already, the 
news media have found more 
important stories to report on, more 
controversial issues to editorialize, 
more interesting headlines to sell 
their newspapers. Except for the 
family and close friends of Ronald 
Wolf, the accident is almost a 
memory. 

The oil well that claimed the life of 
Ronald Wolf and the area 
immediately surrounding it continue 
to be a hazard to the hundreds of 
youth that pass and play on the way 
to the three schools that are within a 
stone’s throw of the property. As for 
the remaining 400 or so such sites in 
Placentia, nothing has changed. 
They merely await their next victim. 
Time is on their side. The school 
telephone program may or may not 
be expanded into other California 
communities. Yet every day we read 
or hear about children being 
abducted on the way to school 
without notice until they fail to 
return home from school, many, 
long hours later. Again, time is our 
own worst enemy. 

Why does nothing ever seem to 
change? We like to blame the size 
and complexity of our governments, 
both National and local, for this. But 
that’s a bunch of baloney! Our City 
Council is staffed with dedicated, 
industrious and intelligent men. All 
are family men who devote endless 
hours to City government with

virtually no compensation, save for 
the pride they can take in and the 
satisfaction they can get from their 
endeavors.

If you 
don’t believe it, call any one of them 
and they’ ll tell you. If you don’t call 
or write, no one will. If you do, you'll 
be welcomed with opened arms and 
you'll feel a lot better for it too. And 
some day, hopefully so too will your 
children and mine.

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HORSE TALES 


by JOAN JOHNSON 


I have received some 
very informative material 
from Mrs. Charis Nagel, 
who is an English instructor 
here in Yorba Linda. The 
articles sound as if they will 
be of interest to western 
riders, as well as English, 
so I'm sure everyone will 
derive some benefit from 
them. There are several 
articles in the group so, 
once again, I will be running 
them in installments. Her 


first contribution is 
entitled... 


THE BASICS OF 
HORSEMANSHIP 

The difference between a 
rider and a ‘‘horseman’”’ is 
the true understanding of 
horse psychology. There 
are riders and there are 
horsemen. Every horseman 
is a rider but not every rider 
is a horseman. 

Your horse is for 
enjoyment. To be enjoyed, a 
horse should handle lightly 
and willingly, be safe, anda 
pleasure to ride...regard- 
less of what you use it for. 
Riding is an art and a sport. 


To be a true horseman or 
horsewoman, one must 
learn basic principles of 
riding and practice them 
until they become habits. 
These basic principles will 
develop your balance, 
rhythm, confidence, _ skill 
and knowledge. 

As you become a good 
horseman, you will learn to 
discipline yourself, to have 
patience, to be determined 
and to acquire a desire to 
know and apply your new 
knowledge. 


Every horse is an 
individual. Each responds 
in a different way to 
training, learning to do 
certain movements more 
easily and rapidly than 
others. 

You must study how and 
“‘why"’ different cues are 
used to tell your horse what 
you want and how to apply 
these cues under different 
circumstances. 


A sensible working rela- 
tionship between rider and 
mount is essential. You will 
always be learning...this is 
necessary to become a 
horseman. 


Schooling a horse is not 
necessarily for everyone. 
Ask yourself: ‘‘Do I have 
the true desire to be a good 
horesman? Am] willing and 
patient and will I take the 
time to school my horse 
before trying to perform in 
the events for which I wish 
to enter?’"’

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PUSD Hires New Teachers 


Fifty-five new teachers 
and specialists joined the 
ranks of the Placentia 
Unified School District this 
year, according toa recently 
released analysis of the 
district’s hiring patterns. 

Of that figure, 16 are 
filling new positions and the 
remainder are replace- 
ments for personnel who 
left the district, explained 
Eugene Kreyche, assistant 
superintendent of person- 
nel and staff development. 

The majority of new 
hires, 28, are elementary

teachers, with 14 high 
school teachers joining 
PUSD. 


“Because of an unex- 
pected jump in enrollment 
in the lower elementary 
grades, we had to add 
several teachers at that 
level after school started,”’ 
Kreyche noted. 

Rounding out the list of 
hires are four junior high 
teachers, eight specialists 
and three in the area of 
certificated management 
support. 

Almost 11 per cent of the 


new additions to the staff 
are of minority racial or 
ethnic backgrounds, with 
5.45 per cent or three 
Spanish, 3.64 per cent or 
two Blacks and 1.82 per cent 
or one Filipino, as classified 
by the Federal Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
Commission, Kreyche said. 

The district is working 
under an Affirmative Action 
policy adopted during the 
past school year and has 
been aggressively pursuing 
equal opportunity hiring 
practices for the past 


several years. 

Further breakdowns of 
new certificated employees 
show 23 men, or 42 per cent, 
and 32 women, or 58 per 
cent, all with an average of 
28 years. 

“‘One of the goals of our 
Affirmative Action policy is 
to get more men into the 
elementary classrooms,”’ 
Kreyche said. ‘'The rela- 
tively high percentage of 
new men hires reflects this 
action.’’ Last year women 
hires made up 83 per cent of 
the new employees.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
PLACENTIA RELATING TO THE 
ISSUANCE OF PERMITS FOR WIPING 
RAG BUSINESSES 


The City Council of the City of 
Placentia hereby ordains as follows: 

Title 8 of the Placentia Municipal 
Code, entitled ‘‘Heaith and Sanitation’’ 
is hereby amended by the addition of 
Chapter 8.30 entitled ‘‘Wiping Rag 
Businesses'’ to read in full as follows: 

Section 8.30.010. Definitions. 

HEALTH OFFICER shall mean the 
Orange County Health Officer. 

WIPING RAGS shall mean cloths and 
rags used for any or all of the following 
Purposes. 

(a) Wiping and cleaning the surfaces 
of machinery, machines, tools, 
locomotives, engines, motor cars, 
automobiles, cars, carriages, windows, 
furniture, and surfaces of articles, 
appliances, and engines in factories, 
shops, steamships, and steamboats. 

(b) Generally for cleaning in 
industrial employment. 

(c) Used by mechanics and workmen 
for wiping from their hands and bodies 
soil incident to their employment. 

Section 8.30.020 Permit Required. 

It shail be uniawful for any person to 
operate any business of laundering, 
sanitizing or selling wiping rags in the 
City of Placentia unless, in addition 
to any other permit or license which may 
be required, he has a valid permit issued 
annually by the Health Officer. 

Section 8.30.030 Authority of the 
Health Officer. 

The Health Officer is hereby 
authorized to administer and enforce 
the provisions of the Health and Safety 
Code of the State of California, and any 
rules and regulations adopted there- 
under pertaining to wiping rags and 
wiping rag businesses. 

A permit under this Ordinance shall 
be issued by the Health Officer if the 
applicant complies with the provisions 
of Chapter 4, Part 1, Division 5 of the 
Health and Safety Code and any 
regulations adopted thereunder. The 
period of the permit shali be one year 
from date of issuance. Any permit 
issued hereunder may be suspended or 
revoked in the manner prescribed in 
Section 3951 of the Health and Safety 
Code. 


Section 8.30.040 Permit Fees. 

The Health Officer is hereby 
authorized to collect an annual permit 
fee of fifty-four ($54.00) from any 
applicant for a permit under this 
Ordinance. 

Section 8.30.050 Penaity 

(a) Any person violating any of the 
Provisions of this Ordinance shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
pursuant to Health and Safety Code 
Section 3960.
